| EXPECT DEMAND 


FOR MACHINERY 


Go Ahead as Usual. 


Activities Are Cheering in 
Face of Slump. 


Foreign Exchange has Effect 
on Farm Exports. 


BY ARTHUR M. EVANS. 
DISPATCH.) 

CHICAGO, Jan. 7,-—-The agricul- 
tural machinery industry is going 
ahead on the theory that «he de- 
mand for labor saving an¢ cost re- 
ducing appliances from the Amer- 
ican farmer this coming season will 
probably be around the usual niark, 
Implement plants in the Chicago 
area report they are operating at $0 
to 90 per cent capacity, piling up 


supplies for the spring and summer 
trade, 
As this is in advance of actual 


orders for ¢ the activity is one 
of the cheering notes in the present 
slump. It bears out what experts 
in most lines of manufacturing en- 
terprise hold, that the volume of 
latent purchasing power throughout 
America is prodigious and that when 
once the adjustment is effected and 
all the wheels begin to run, indus- 
pr will start to hit up at maximum 
clip. 
MAY TAKE TWO MONTHS. 

How lo @ period will pass in 
throwing things into high is various- 
ly estimated. Some put it at one 
to two months and some at five to 
six, but everywhere one hears 
strong belief that the final six 
months of 1921 will see business 
running at a apeed that will offset 
the slowness, at the opening of the 
year and put 1921 on a par with say 
1913, a “normal” prewar year. 

Foreign exchange has knocked ex- 
ports of farm implements into a 
cocked hat and factory activities are 
proceeding despite this 
Manufacturers who used to sell a 
large proportion of their output in 
Europe now find that market dwin- 
dling due to the exchange situation. 

It is one feature of readjustment 
to which Congress will devote a 
considerable attention. 

“What has happened,’ sald one 
manufacturer, “is that the slump ins 
foreign exchange has raised the 
equivalent of a tariff wall against 
American exports of farm machin- 
ery. With an American dollar worth 
say three times as many French 
frances as it was it would appear 
we've got a fine chance to compete 
in European marketse—not!"’ 

“Our materials here are high. la- 
bor is high, credit is high and to 
do business in HBurope meane lions 
credit. It requires much more money 
to do business there in 1921 than in 
1920 because of the long credits. 
All this hase encouraged European 
countries to engage in the manufac. 
ture of goods which they formerly 
imported from us and in_e asellinge 
their stuff they find they have the 
advantage given by low exchange— 
just as British financiers pointed out 


last year when the proud sterling 


took its big tumble.

A decision could not be 
reached and more time was asked, 
which was granted by the Bing 
Kong representatives. A _ iinal re- 
port will be delayed for at least 
two days. 

According to the San Francisco 
police, the tong hostilities threaicn 
to shift from Los Angeles to San 
Francisco, where, the police snid, 
fifty gunmen Of the Four families 
tong were being hastily recruited. 
The northern police fear that this 
action may result in the bloodiest 
tong war ever waged in the Sap 
francisco Chinatown.

TOBACCO SITUATION. 
The news that tebacco growers intend 
withholding their products trom market 
owing to falling prices is interesting in the 
face of the antismoking campaign. If the 
gtowers want to play into the hands of the 
feformers this seems an excellent way to 
do it. Just as the higher price of liquor 
fm England has made for a wave of tem- 
Pperance and abstinence, so the high prices 
@f tobacco prevented a good deal of sense- 
less smoking in this country. Only the 
most hardened and inveterate smoker will 
indulge recklessly when prices are high. 

The reformers therefore will find the ac- 
tion of the tobacco growers very much to 
their. taste. It is about the one combina- 
tion in restraint of trade that few will be 
found to condemn. There is so much to 
be said against the habit of smoking and 
So little tb be said for it that anything the 
growers may do to make it more expensive 
and dificult is in the cause of public wel- 
fare. If the liquor men had gone in for this 
sort of altruism prohibition might never 
have been necessary. 


AMNED BY A PHRASE. 
Bad luck dodged Dr. Theodore von. 
Bethmann-Holiweg during his later days. 
The former German Chancellor, who died 
after so brief an illness on the first day of 
the New Year, had the misfortune at the. 
beginning of the war to make a phrase that 
Gamned him and he afterward lost the con- 
Bdence of Germany's military chiefs and 
the “All Highest.” No man more than 
Bethmann-Hollweg had cause to regret an 
unhappy choice of words. “Just for a scrap 
of paper” was one of the most unfortunate 
Wemarks that any statesman ever uttered. 
It struck the neutral world as a shameful 
@isplay of callousness and disregard for a 
Plighted word.: Such cool indifference to 
Germany's solemn obligation to observe the 
neutrality of Belgium made a vast difference 
to many Americans Who were not indis- 
posed to accept Germany's claims that she 
unsheathed the sword only in self-protec- 
tion. They became pro-Beigians at once. 
Jt must be said to the credit of Bethmann- 
-Moliweg that he long opposed the unre- 
stricted warfare idea. He stood out strong- 
ly against Admiral Tirpitz, but when the 
latter won over Ludendorff the Chancellor 
gave in. An iron pressure was brought to 
bear on him, Count Czernin says in his mem- 
eira. The ex-Austrian Premier further says 
that “Bethmann was an absolutely depend- 
able, honorable and capable partner, but 
the un bounded growth of the military au- 
tocracy must be imputed to his natural tend- 
ency to conciliate.” In brief he was no 
Bismarck. He made the further mistake 
of drawing up the famous German peace 
proposal which so exusperated the Allies 
because it was couched in the terms of a 
@onqueror. Bethmann-Hollweg’s good deeds 
Gre written in water; what ‘he world will 
femember are his terrible errors. 


*"T°HE CITY'S BUSINESS. 

L The city government of Los Angeles 
ie today the largest business establishment 
in the city, To pay the expenses of con- 
ducting it during the fiscal year ending 
June 30 next will require $8,734,000, to 
which must be added $3,159,536.85 for in- 
terest and sinking fund requirements on 
outstanding bonded indebtedness, making 
@ total of $11,893,536.85. The money has 
been raised by taxation, from license fees, 
including the unjust occupational tax on 
the business men of the city, and from mi- 
nor sources of revenue. Soon comes the 
most important work of making a new bud- 
get for the fiscal year beginning July 1. 


The primaries fall on May 3 next. The 
city election ig. on June 7. The newly 
elected Mayor, City Councilmen and other 
Officials take office July 5. The time is 
not too early for the voters to begin to 
think of the type of men they should choose 
as the president or general manager, to- 
wit, the Mayor, and for the Board of Di- 
rectors, that is, the City Councilmen, of 
the huge business establishment known as 
the city government of Los Angeles. 

Upon the Mayor of the city rests the 
greatest responsibility of all. True, under 
the charter his powers are definitely lim- 
sited. But a man’s powers, it has been said, 
are as potent as he himself makes them. 
And so it is with the job of Mayor, char- 
ter or no charter. If in a given case he 
lacks the necessary power to take action 
he can always extend bis personality and 
influence into the situation which has aris- 
en in the city administration. If he is 
blocked he can then lay the facts before 
his stockholders—the people—and if he is 
right they will back him up. 

The next Mayor of Los Angeles, whoever 
he is to be, can and should co-operate with 
the City Council and should not antagonize 
that body, for a president and board 
directors of a corporation who could 
get along harmoniously and effectively would 
soon be ousted from their jobs by the stock- 
holders. The Mayor should, with the co- 
operation of the City Council, devote his 
personal attention to the solution of the 
many problems which have arisen in Los 
Angeles as a result of the tremendous in- 
crease in population. New through’ high- 
ways east and west, north ani south, must 
be developed if the city, particularly the 
tusiness district, is not to be congested to 
the point of suffocation. The new Mayor 
should attend, as often as possible, the 
meetings of the various boards and com- 
missioners and there, as general manager 
of the city business establishment, inquire 
into the work of these departments to the 
end that the city funds st be expended 
to the utmost advantage and that every 
penny of waste be eliminated. 

The city pay rolls were increased last year 
by the City Council a total of $1,080,000. 
The business men who have come before 
the Council were absolutely right in their 
demand for a halt on this increase in the 
cost of city government. The peak in the 
expenses of the city ddministration has 
teen reached. An honest-to-goodness sur 
vey of the city departments would without 
doubt reveal the fact that the city busi- 
ness is being conducted on a basis of 60 
per cent efficiency. Loafers should be fired 
out of city jobs. If this policy is put into 
cffect enough money can be saved to add 
many needed policemen and firemen to the 
city’s forces. ‘The new Mayor could, by 
the force of his personality and his know!l- 
edge of how to conduct a business estab- 
lishment, make the city business efficient. 


The financing of the city during the next 
two years will require the utmost care. On 
the one hand, waste must be avoided. On 
the other, enough money must be provided 
so that the city’s growth will be aided. Nel- 
ther a wastefully extravagant administra- 
tion nor a pinch-penny policy will advance 
Los Angeles from tenth of American cities. 

Should the voters decide to increase the 

tax limit from $1 to $1.25 in order to provide 
additional revenue for the city government 
they will feel confident of the wisdom of 
their action if they are certain that the 
Mayor and the City Council are competent 
to wisely expend the increased tax returns. 

The occupational tax should be repealed. 
It places an unequal burden on the busi- 
ness men of Los Angeles. These expenses 
should be equally spread over all of the 
residents of the city. The new Mayor and 
City Council must study this problem and 
solve i. 

The city needs a new City Hall and City 
Jail. Extettsions to the water system 
should be made. A new vutfall sewer 
should be bufit, as the present one will 
soon be a menace to health and safety. 
Bonds must be voted for really necessary 
projects. Some must be postponed. Oth- 
ers must be cast aside as impracticable. 

Thus it will be seen that the Mayor or 
general manager of Los Angeles and his 
Board of Directors of the City Council must 
be big, able men if the city business is to 
be efficiently conducted during the two 
years beginning July 6, 1921. 


MONG THE SUCKERS. 

According to the census there are more 
folks with us from Illinois than any other 
State in the Union. Iowa did first rate and 
Missouri almost emptied itself, but the 
Prairie State certainly did itself proud. 
There are over 100,000 Ilinoisians in Cali- 
fornia at this moment and they are still 
flocking westward by every train. Many 
people are curious to know why the men 
and women of Illinois are called Suckers. 
ixplanations vary. It dppears that one of 
the earliest tourists from Illinois was the 
party who bought what was then Central 
Park from a smooth-spoken stranger at 
the fancy price of $1100. Usually this park 
was sold to visitors for $75 to $100. Occa- 
sionally it had gone as high as $500, but 
the figure paid by the Quincy banker was 
the high-water mam. It was as much as 
the Chicago Masonic Temple used to bring 
when sold to speculative visitors and at 
once established UlMnois as the home of 
first-class Suckers. Col. Eugene Brown, the 
reformed pirate, declares that the Illinois 
folk out here are called Suckers because 
they didn’t break away from the State many 
years sooner. Then there’s the Chicago 
people, who are so proud of their birth rate 
that they insist that the legend that there's 


a Sucker born every minute is thé actual: 


fact. No matter from whence the title 
came, the native Californian can only say 
that if the Illinois folks want to be Suckers 
let them go to it. At any rate, the Illinois 
constituency in Los Angeles meet Friday 
night to talk about it and also @rrange a 
welcome for their, favorite son, Gov.

NOCLE 8AM MISUNDERSTOOD. 

Judged by the current comment fn the 
foreign press the United States has sud- 
denly become a bete noir to the rest of the 
world. We are suspected of militaristic 
and imperialistic ambitions and of being 
actuated by an economic greed to gobble 
up all the transferable wealth of the uni- 
verse. In the European press this is espe- 
cially noticeable and, outside Great Britain 
and France, criticism betrays a note of fear 
lest our Liberty Army shall return to Eu- 
rope with some ulterior purpose in view. 


To the average American there is some- 
thing ludicrots about it all and something 
calculated to flatter the natural vanity. For 
the first time in a thousand years Europe 
begins to doubt its supgemacy. Not since 
the Turks were turned back at the walls of 
Vienna has a people arisen outside of Eu- 
rope powerful enough to dispute with the 
strongest European nation the titl f 
heavyweight champion among the nations 
of the world. Ever since America was dis- 
covered the rest of the world has been re- 
garded by European peoples as existing 
only for colonization purposes. 


For the last hundred years the “rights” 


onymous with their interests, and the su- 
perior right of the strongest was the last 
word in international disputes. The coun- 
tries of North and South America were 
looked upon as markets and not as rivals. 
Even at the time of the Spanish-American 
War the European press was almost a unit 
in the opinion that Spain possessed ‘a navy 
superior to that of the United States and 
that her fleet would be able to bombard At- 
lantic ports and force the moneyed inter- 
ests of the country to sue for peace. The 
speedy triumph of American arms brought 
a rude awakening; and the record made by 
the American troops that fought in France 
and Belgium has turned former contempt 
into a wholesome dread. 


They know that this country now pos- 
sesses more than two-thirds of the gold of 
the world and they are making wild guesses 
concerning what we are likely to do with 
it. Never since the days of the Roman Em- 
pire has a single country possessed so pre- 
ponderant a part of the liquid credit of the 
world. A country with a national wealth 
estimated at $500,000,000,000 (although we 
are of the opinion that this estimate is 
$100,000,000,000 too high) and that can put 
an army of 4,000,000 men into the field is 


teria. If that nation should develop a quar- 
relsome disposition it might more seriously 
threaten the peace of the world than Ger- 
many in the heyday of the Hobenzollerns. 


We have not fully recognized the fact 
that we are not possessed of the gift “to 
see oursels as ithers see us.” From our 
point of view we have never waged a war 
of aggression and could not be induced to 
do so; but some of our military achieve- 
ments are viewed by other countries in @ 
different light. They say that, in the com- 
paratively short space of a century, we have 
taken Florida from Spain, Teras and the 
Pacific Coast from Mexico, stopped the col- 
onization of Mexico by France, taken Cuba 
and the Philippines from Spain, taken pos- 
session of several million square miles of 
Western America by right of conquest, an- 
nexed the Hawaiian Islands, exer a 


South American republics, fomented a revo- 
lution in Panama to secure pessession of 
territory to which we had no right other 
than that of force, threatened Great Brit- 
ain and Germany with war and finally 
plunged into the midst of a European war 
and, as a crowning act of perfidy, forced our 
allies into an international alliance which 
we refused at the eleventh hour to join. 
We are charged with trying to foist our 
forms of government upon other peoples, 
mostly against their will; and some charge 
that we are ourselves governed by corrupt 
and unscrupulous political bosses who have 
made personal machines out of our govern- 
mental institutions. We are charged with 
being Puritanical, hypocritical and formu- 
lating the most tyrannical system of blue 
laws that ever harassed a great people. 
While professing idealism, we are accused 
of being mercenary at heart, and it is al- 
leged that we possess a spirit so petty that 
it mevolves between the center and the cir- 
, cumference of a dollar. : 
Fear and hatred are so closely allied in 
the human animal that our very strength 
and progperity are awakening a violent ha- 
tred in little intellects. Although Amer- 
ican bankers and exporters have extended 
credits to European buyers since the armi- 
stice that total more than $3,500,000,000, it 
is charged that we are holding on to our 
wealth while tens of millions of people are 
perishing of want in other parts of the 
world. For the first time in a thousand 
years Europe is experiencing the prengs of 
jealousy, of which this country is the un- 
intentional cause. It is a new and not at 
all a pleasant sensation and it is height- 
ened by the impuissance of a number of 
once-powerful peoples. | 
Not all the criticisms of America’s policy 


| are defamatory, but it is doubtful if the 


motives of any other country were eyer 
impugned from 80 Many sources. Argu- 
ment and explanations will not clear away 
these doubts and misunderstandings, for it 
is seldom that prejudices can be conquered 
by conversation. None of the South Amer- 
ican republics are so assailed, for they are 
individually too weak to be regarded as 
formidable. Our remedy is that which is 
best for individuals when unjustly accused; 
preserving our national serenity, guarding 
alike our speech and our actions, we must 
pursue the even tenor of our Way until 
time, the greatest of all vindicators, shall 
prove to our jealous and envious neighbors 
overseas upon what false assumptions their 
antmosities have been founded.
